Statement of ‘services for which the decoration has been 
awarded. 

On the 24th June, 1989, Station blouse Officer, Police Sta¬ 
tion Jhabal and Deputy Superintendent of Police, 72 Battalion, 
Central Reserve Police Force alongwith some officials of 
their force were present at the bus stand Gaggobue. They 
received information about the presence of 5-6 extremists in 
the house of one Dharam Singh of village Mussa. Immedia¬ 
tely they rushed to village Mussa. When the police party 
reached the village, the extremists started firing on the Police 
party. SHO, Police Station, Jhabal informed Senior Superin¬ 
tendent of Police Tam Taran about the incident through 
wireless. The Senior Superintendent of Police, Tarn Taran 
alongwith Shri Avtar Singh Chhetra, Superintendent of Police 
(operations) and 2 Deputy Supdls, of police alongwith their 
respective forces reached there and surrounded the village. 
Shri Avtar Singh Chhetra, both the Deputy Supdts, of 
Police and SHO. Police Station Jhabal alongwith their gun¬ 
men advanced from all sides towards the terrorists. During 
the exchange of fire, SSP, Tarn Taran directed all the 
officers to close the proximity with the intention to compel the 
extremists to surrerller. Shri Avtar Singh Chhetra along- 
wilh his two gunmen showed extraordinary courage and 
entered the court-yard of the house of Sardool Singh, village 
Mussa. When they entered the house all of a sudden the 
extremists started firing on them through Ihe windows of a 
room. As a result of this firing Shri Avtar Singh Chhetra 
and both his gunmen were seriously injured. Inspite of 
injuries they kept on firing on the extremists without caring 
for fheir lives. To save the lives of the injured. Senior Super¬ 
intendent of Police, Tarn Taran alongwith the Deputy Super¬ 
intendent of Police, Detective, Tarn Taran and SHO, Police 
Station Jhabal with their forces gave covering fire and brought 
out Shri A.S. Chhetra and both the gunmen. In the exchange 
of fire live extremists were killed. Shri A.S. Chhetra, Super¬ 
intendent of Police, (Operations) and his two gunmen were 
rushed to Hospital but Shri Chhetra succumbed to his inju¬ 
ries on thi way. 

In this encounter Shri Avtar Singh Chhetra, Superintendent 
of PoMce, (Operations) displayed conspicuous gallantry, 
courage and devotion to duty of a high order. 

This award is made for gallantry under rule 4(i) of the rules 
governing the award of the President’s Police Medal and 
consequently carries with it the special allowance admissi¬ 
ble under rule 5, with effect form the 24th June, 1989.

An information regarding movement of a gang of temorists 
in the jurisdiction of Police Station Nakodar was received, 
Shri H.S. Dhillon, Superintendent of Police (Operations), 
Jalandhar was deputed to receo the area and plan a comprehen¬ 
sive combing operation. On the 29th September, 1989 at 
about 4.00 AM. variuos parties were formed to comb the area, 
thoroughly briefed by Shri Dhillon and the search started 
at day break. 


At about 7.00 AM some information was received that the 
terrorists were hiding in the farm house of Dura Singh at 
Village Baghela Police Station Nakodar. Shri Dhillon "along¬ 
with Superintendent of Police, Detective. Commandant of 
89 Battalion, Central Reserve Police Eorce, and SHO, Police 
Station Nakodar alongwith their respective parties proceeded 
to raid the farm house. When the police party approached 
the farm house, live terrorists armed with lethal weapons 
emerged from one of the rooms of the farm house and 
started indiscriminate firing on the police party. Shri Dhillon 
immediately took command of the situation and ordered the 
police personnel to return lire and advance towards the farm 
hones. They took position in the paddy held at the rear 
side of the farm house. 

A* the police parties moved towards the left and right 
sides of the farm house, the terrorists who were hiding in 
the paddy held hred heavily on the police parties. Assessing 
the situation, Shri H. S. Dhillon took the risk of his life and 
tactically climbed the house at a lightening speed, while the 
two parties led by Commandant, 89 Battalion, Central Reserve 
Police Eorce and Superintendent of Police (Detective) gave 
covering fire from their position. Shri Dhillon crawled on 
the roof to locate hiding terrorists and fired on them with his 
SLR. On this all the five terrorists engaged Shri Dhillon with 
heavy volley of fire from their automatic weapons. Shri 
Dhillon succeeded in killing two terrorists who were on the 
right side of his position. The remaining three still kept 
on firing on Shri Dhillonl. Alter this Shri Dhillon changed 
his position to return the fire on other terrorists, who were 
on the left tide, in the meantime live Constables of Punjab 
Police climbed the roof-top and took position on the left and 
right of Shri Dhillon. They directed their fire pointedly on 
the remaining terrorists. In the exchange of lire one of the 
Constables was bit in the arm but Shri Dhillon kept his 
nerves and presence of mind and become more desperate to 
silence the remaining terrorists also. After about 15 minutes 
of firing, Shri Dhillon was able to hit two terrorists. At 
this, the fifth terrorist, who was badly injured, raised 
his hands and surrendered. He was later identified as 
Lakhbir Singh. The four dead terrorists were later identi¬ 
fied as Bohar Singh, Satnam Singh, Resham Singh and 
Balwant Singh. 

In this encounter Shri H. S, Dhillon, Superintendent of 
Police displayed conspicuous gallantry, courage and devo¬ 
tion to duty of a high order.

On the 11th May, 1989 Shri Joginder Singh, Inspector 
of Police, CIA Staff, Bahadursinghwala, District Sangrur 
received a secret information that some ‘A’ category 
terrorists were hiding in the house of one Harvinder Singh 
under Police Station Jagraon, District Ludhiana, He 
at once organised a raiding party consisting of Shri Sat Pal, 
Sub-Inspector, two Assistant Sub Inspectors, one Head 
Constable and 8 Constables, With the assistance of the 
Jagraon Police, the police party surrounded the house of 
Harvinder Singh at ubout 5.30 AM and Shri Joginder Singh 
asked the terrorists to surrender themselves, instead the 
terrorists opened fire on the police party. Immediately 
Inspector Joginder Singh alongwith Sub-Inspector Sat Pal 
one Assistant Sub-Inspector and one Constable scaled the 
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outer wal , jumped into , the house and confronted the 
teirorists but came under heavy fire from the terrorists 
injuring Sub-Inspector, Sat Pal and two constables. The 
police party opened tire in self defence and the quick 
retaliation brought success as the firing from the terrorists 
stopped.. The Police party later found that one terrorist 
identified as Darshan Singh alias Makhan Singh S/o 
Gurdev Singh was found dead while his associate Sikandar 
Singh S/o Jagir Singh was injured and was arrested.

On the 23rd March, 1988, Shri N. D. Goswami, Deputy 
Commandant, 107 Battalion, Border Security Force was 
travelling in Kamrup Express from Howrah to Cooch- 
Behar to his new place of posting. When, the. train- 
approached Khagragha Junction, New Murshidabad at 
about 8.10 P.M., he observed some miscreants exchanging 
signals and moving suspiciously around the 1st class 
compartment in which Shri Goswami was travelling. 
Observing suspicious movements and exchange of signals 
he smelt some imminent danger. Inspile of the antici¬ 
pated danger, he came out of his cabin and moved 
towards the toilet, quickly scanned the area and assessed 
the situation. He then watched the movements of two,, 
tough looking young men in the corridor of the compart¬ 
ment. He questioned them as they did not look like 
first class passengers. While he was talking to one of 
them, the other man surreptitiously tried to take out 
something from his waist apparel. The movement of the 
hand was immediately observed by Shri Goswami and 
without wasting any time and risking his life pounced upon , 
the man. After a scuffle, he overpowered the man and 
was able to disarm him, who w.as carrying a .303 bore 
pistol with 5 live cartridges. Hearing the sounds of the 
scuffle, other passengers in the compartment also came 
out and helped i Shri Goswami in overpowering both the- 
criminals. Both the criminals were later handed over 
to GRP alongwith arms and ammunition. The daring, 
and bold action of Shri Goswami averted a well planned 
train robbery which would have caused less of human 
life and proprty. 


Statement .‘of services for which the decoration has been 
awarded'. 

On the 6th February, 1990 at about 9.00 PM on receipt 
of information about the sound of firing at Partap Paper 
Mill which is about one Kilometre away from Shekhupura, 
Company Headquarters, a patrol parry headed by one Sub- 
Inspector -alongwith Head Constable Laxman Singh and 
6 others rushed towards the place of incident and 
surrounded the Paper Mill. Meanwhile another patrol 
party headed by the Unit Commandant also reached tire 
spot and .they entered the building from where fire was 
coming. On seeing the Police, the four extremists, who 
had set the Partap Paper Mill on fire, tried to escape. 
Shri Laxman Singh was fired on by the escaping extremists. 
Shri Singh instantaneously responded, opened fire on the 
extremists and without caring for his personal safety chased 
the extremists single handedly. Shri Singh shot down one 
terrorist, who was later identified as Sawinder Singh of 
village Hardhan, Police Station Sadar Batala carrying a 
reward of Rs. 30,000/- on his head. This terrorists was 
involved ‘ in more than 60 killings and many bomb blast 
cases. One HE-36 Hand Grenade, 2 Magazines of 
AK-47 and 272 live cartridges were recovered from the 
dead extremist. The other Police party headed by the Unit 
Commandant which had reached the first floor from where 
the terrorists were firing, saw that the paper mill has been 
set on fire by the terrorist by sprinkling kerosene oil. That 
party immediately put off the fire and thus averted a loss 
of more than Rs. 15 crores.

No. 11013 /1 /90-IES. —The rules for a competitive exami¬ 
nation to be held by the Union Public Service Commission 
in 1991 for the purpose of filling vacancies in Grade IV 
of the following Services are published for general informa¬ 
tion :— 


(i) The Indian Economic Service, and 

(ii) The Indian Statistical Service.

4, A Candidate mutt be either :— 

(a) a citizen of India, or 
(bl a subject of Nepal, or 

(c) a subject of Bhutan, or 

(d) a Tibetan refugee who came over to India, before 
the 1st January, 1962, with the intention of perma¬ 
nently settling In India, or 

(e) a person of Indian origin who has migrated from 

Pakistan, Burma, Sri Lanka, East African countries 
of Kenya, Uganda, the United Republic of Tanzania, 
(formerly Tanganyika and Zanzibar), Zambia, 
Malavi, Zaire and Ethiopia and Vietnam with the 
intention of permanently settling in India, 

Provided that a candidate belonging to categoric* (b). 
(c), (d), and (e) above shall be a person In whoce 
favour a certificate of eligibility has been Issued by 
the Government of India. 

A candidate In whose case a certificate of ellgibity is 
necessary may be admitted to the examination but the offer 
of appointment may be given only after the necessary eligi¬ 
bility certificate has been issued to him by the Government 
of India. 

5. (a) A candidate for admission to this examination, 
must have attained the age of 21 years and must not have 
attained the age of 28 years on 1st January, 1991 l.e. he must 
have been born not earlier than 2nd January, 1963 and not 
later than 1st January, 1970. 

(b) The upper age limit prescribed above will be relax- 
able :—

(i) up to a maximum of five years if a candidate be¬ 
longs to a Scheduled Caste or a Scheduled Tribe; 

(ii) up to a maximum of three years if a candidate is a 
bona fide repatriate or a prospective repatriate of 
Indian origin from Sri Lanka and has migrated to 
India on or after 1st November, 1964 or is to mig¬ 
rate to India under the Indo-Ceylon Agreement of 
October, 1964; 

(iii) tip to a maximum of eight years if a candidate 
belongs to a Scheduled Caste or a Scheduled Tribe 
and is also a bona fide repatriate or a prospective 
repatriate of Indian origin from Sri Lanka and has 
migrated to India on or after 1st November, 1964, 
or is to migrate to India uader the Indo-Oeylon 
Agreement of October, 1964. 
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(lv) up to a maximum of three years in the case of 
Defence Services personnel disabled in operations 
during hostilities with any foreign country or in a 
disturbed area, and released as a consequence there¬ 
of; 


(v) up to a maximum of eight years in the case of 
Defence Serviced personnel disabled in operations 
during hostilities with any foreign country or in a 
disturbed area, and released as a consequence there¬ 
of, who belongs to the Scheduled Castes or the 
Scheduled Tribes; 


(vil up to a maximum of five years in case of ex- 
servicemen including Commissioned Officers and 
ECOs/SSCOs who have rendered at least five years 
Military Service as on 1st January, 1991 and have 
been released (i) on completion of assignment (’in¬ 
cluding those whose assignment is due to be com¬ 
pleted within one year from 1st January 1991) 
otherwise than by way of dismissal or discharge on 
account of misconduct or inefficiency, or (ii) on ac¬ 
count of Physical disability attributable to Military 
Service or (HI) on invalidment; 


(vil) up to a maximum of ten years in case of ex- 
servicemen including Commissioned Officers and 
ECOs/SSCOs who belong to the Scheduled Castes 
or the Scheduled Tribes and who have rendered 
at least five years Military service as on 1st Janu¬ 
ary, 1991 and have been released (0 on comple¬ 
tion of assignment (including those whose assign¬ 
ment is due to be completed within one year from 
1st January, 1991) otherwise than by way of dis¬ 
missal or discharge on account of misconduct or in¬ 
efficiency or (ii) on account of Physical disability 
atributable to Military Service or (Hi) on invalid- 
ment. 


(viii) up to a maximum of five years in case of ECOs/ 
SSCOs who have completed an initial period of 
assignment of five years of Military Service as on 
1st January, 1991 and whose assignment has been 
extended beyond five years and in whose case the 
Ministry of Defence issues a certificate that they 
can apply for Civil employment and they will be 
released on three months notice on selection from 
the date of receipt of offer of appointment, 


(ix) lip to a maximum of ten years in case of ECOs/ 
SSCOs who have completed an initial period of 
assignment of five year of Military Service as on 
1st January, 1991 and whose assignment has been 
extended beyond five years and in whose case the 
Ministry of Defence issues a certificate that they 
can apply for civil employment and that they will 
be released on three months’ notice on selection 
from the date of receipt of offer of appointment 
and who belong to the Scheduled Castes or the 
Scheduled Tribe*. 


Note I.—The term ex-serviceman will apply to the persons 
who arc defined as ‘ex-servicemen’ in the Ex- 
servicemen (Re-employjnent in Civil Services and 
Posts) Rules, 1979 as amended from time to time. 


Note II.—Ex-servicemen who have already joined Govern¬ 
ment job on Civil side after availing of the benefit* 
given to them as ex-servicemen for their re-employ¬ 
ment, are not eligible to the age concession under 
Rule 5(b)(vi) & 5(b)(vii) above.

6, A candidate for the Indian Economic Service matt 
have obtained a degree with Economic# or Statistic# as o 
subject and a candidate for the Indian Statistical Service 
must have obtained a degree with Statistics or Mathema¬ 
tics or Economics as a subiect from any University incor¬ 
porated by an Act of the Central or State Legislature in 
India or other educational institutions established by an A-" 1 
of Parliament or declared to be deemed as Universities 
under Section 3 of the University Grants Commiwion Act, 
1956 or possess an equivalent qualification. 


Note I.—A candidate who has appeared at an examina¬ 
tion, the passing of which would render him eligible to 
appear at this examination blit has not been informed of 
the result may apply for admission to the examination. A 
candidate who intends to appear at such a qualifying exa¬ 
mination may also apply. Such candidate# will be admitted 
to the examination, if otherwise eligible but the admission 
would be deemed to be provisional and subject to cancella¬ 
tion if they do not produce proof of having passed the 
examination, a# soon as possible, and in any case not later 
than 17th January, 1992. 


Note II.—In exceptional cases the Union Public Service 
Commission may treat a candidate, who has not any of the 
foregoing qualification, as a qualified candidate provided 
that he has passed examinations conducted by other institu¬ 
tions the standard of which in the opinion of the Commis¬ 
sion justifies his admission to the examination. 


Note HI.—A candidate who is otherwise qualified but who 
has taken a degree from a foreign University may also apply 
to the Commission and may be admitted to the 
examination at the discretion of the Commission. 


7. Candidates must pay the fee prescribed in para 6 of 
the Commission's Notice. 


8, All candidates in Government service, whether in a 
permanent or in temporary capacity or a# work-charged 
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employees, other than casual or daily-rated employees or 
those serving under Public Enterprises will be required to 
submit an undertaking that they have informed in writing 
their Head of Office/Department that they have applied for 
the Examination. 

Candidates should note that in case a communication is re¬ 
ceived from their employers by the Commission with holding 
permission to the candidates’ applying for/appearing at the 
examination, their application shall be rejected/candidature 
shall be cancelled. 

9. The decision of the Commission as to the eligibility or 
otherwise of a candidate for admission to the examination 
shall be final. 

10. No candidate will be admitted to the examination un¬ 
less he holds a certificate of admission from the Co mmis sion. 

11. A candidate who is or has been declared by the Com¬ 
mission to be guilty of :— 

fi) obtaining support for his candidature by any means, 
or 

(ii) impersonating, or 

(iii) procuring impersonation by any person, or 

(iv) submitting fabricated documents or documents 
which have been tampered with, or 

tv) making statements which are incorrect or false, or 
suppressing material information, or 

(vi) resorting to any other irregular or improper means 
in connection with his candidature for the examin¬ 
ation. or 

(vii) using unfair means during the examination, or 

(viii) writing irrelevant maiter including obscene langu¬ 
age or pornographic matter, in the script(s), or 

(ix) misbehaving in any other manner in the examina¬ 
tion hall, or 

(x) harassing or doing bodily harm to the staff em¬ 
ployed by the Commission for the conduct of their 
examinations, or 

(xi) violating any of the instruction issued to candidates 
along with their Admission Certificates permitting 
them to take the examination, or 

(xii) attempting to commit or, as the case may be, abet¬ 
ting the commission of all or any of the acts speci¬ 
fied in the foregoing clauses. 

may in addition to rendering himself liable to criminal pro¬ 
secution, be liable— 

(a) to be disqualified by the Commission from the exa¬ 
mination for which he is a candidate; and or 

'M to be debarred either permanentlv or for * speci¬ 
fied *eriod— 


(U by the Commission from any examination or 
selection held by them; 

(ii) by the Central Government from any employ¬ 
ment under them; and 

(c) if he is already in service under Government to 
disciplinary action under the appropriate rules. 

Provided that no penalty under this rule shall be imposed 
except after— 

(i) giving the candidate an opportunity of making such 
representation in writing as he may wish to make 
in that behalf; and 

(ii) taking the representation, if any, submitted by the 
candidate, within the period allowed to him, into 
consideration. 

12. Candidates who obtain such minimum qualifying marks 
in the written examination as may be fixed by the Commis¬ 
sion in their discretion shall be summoned by them for viva 
voce. 

Provided that candidates belonging to the Scheduled Castes 
or Scheduled Tribes may be summoned for viva voce by the 
Commission by applying relaxed standards if the Commis¬ 
sion are of the opinion that sufficient number of candidates 
from these communities are not likely to be summoned for 
viva voce on the basis of the general standard in order to 
fill up the vacancies reserved for them. 

13. (i) After the interview, the candidates will be ar¬ 
ranged by the Commission in the order of merit as dis¬ 
closed by the aggregate marks finally awarded to each can¬ 
didate in the written examination as well as interview and 
in that order so many candidates as are found by the Com¬ 
mission to be qualified at the examination shall be recom¬ 
mended for appointment upto the number of unreserved 
vacancies decided to be filled on the results of the examina¬ 
tion. 

(ii) Candidates belonging to any of the Scheduled Castes 
or the Scheduled Tribes may, to the extent of the number 
of vacancies reserved for the Scheduled Castes and the 
Scheduled Tribes, be recommended by the Commission by 
a relaxed standard, subject to the fitness of these candidate* 
for appointment to the Services/posts. 

Provided that the candidates belonging to the Scheduled 
Castes and the Scheduled Tribes who have been rewam- 
mended by the Commission without resorting to the relaxed 
standard referred to in this sub-rule shall not be adjusted 
against the vacancies reserved for the Scheduled Castes and 
the Scheduled Tribes. 

14. The form and manner of communication of the result 
of the examination to individual candidates shall be decided 
by the Commission in their discretion and the Commission 
will not enter into correspondence with them regarding the 

result. 

15. In the ease of the candidates competing for both the 
Services, due consideration will be given to the order of 
preferences expressed bv a candidate at the time of his appli¬ 
cation 
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No request for alteration in preferences indicated by 
candidates in respect of Services for which they desired to 
be considered, would be entertained unless the request for 
such alteration is received in the office of the Union Public 
Service Commission within 30 days of the date at publica¬ 
tion of the results of the written examination in the “Em¬ 
ployment News”. 

16. Success in the examination confers no right to appoint¬ 
ment unless Government are satisfied after such enquiry as 
may be considered necessary, that the candidate having re¬ 
gard to his character and antecedents is suitable in all res¬ 
pects for appointment to the Service. 

17. A candidate must be in good mental and bodily health 
and free from any physical defect likely to interfere with 
the discharge of his duties as an officer of the Service. A 
candidate who after such physical examination as Govern¬ 
ment or, the appointing authority, as the case may be, may 
prescribe is found not to satisfy these requirements, will 
not be appointed. Any candidate called for viva voce by the 
Commission may be required to undergo physical examina¬ 
tion. 

Note.—In order to prevent disappointment candidates are 
advised to have themselves examined by a Government 
Medical Officer of the standing of a Civil Surgeon, before 
applying for admission to the examination. Particulars of 
the nature of medical test to which candidates will be sub¬ 
jected before appointment and of the standards required are 
given m Appendix HI to these Rules. For the disabled ex- 
Defence Services personnel the standards will be relaxed con- 
swtent with the requirements of the Service(*). 

18. No person :— 

(a) who has entered into or contracted a marriage with 
a person having a spouse living, or 

(b) who having a spouse living has entered into or 
contracted a marriage with any person shall be 
eligible for appointment to service. 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied 
that such marriage is permissible under the personal law 
applicable to such person and the other party to the marriage 
and there are other grounds for so doing exempt any person 
from the operation of this rule. 

19. Brie# particulars relating to the services to which re¬ 
cruitment is being made through this examination are stated 
in Appendix-n.

4. Candidates must write the papers in their own hand. 
In no circumstances, will they be allowed the help of a 
scribe to write the answers for them. 

5. The Commission have discretion to fix qualifying marks 
in any or all the subjects of the examination. 

6. If a candidate’s handwriting is not easily legible, a 
deduction will be made on this account, from the total 
marks otherwise accruing to Mm. 

7. Mark* will not be allotted for mere superficial know¬ 
ledge. 

8. Credit will be given for orderly, effective and exact 
expression combined with due economy of words. 

9. In the question papers wherever necessary, questions 
involving the use of Metric System of Weights and Measures 
only will be set. 

10. Candidates are permitted to bring and use battery 
operated pocket calculators for conventional (essay) type 
paper* only. Loaning or inter-changing of calculators in the 
Examination Hall is not permitted. 

It is also important to note that candidates are not per¬ 
mitted to use calculators for answering objective type papers 
(Test Booklets). They should not, therefore, bring the same 
inside the Examination Hall. 

11. Candidates should use only International Form of 
Indian numerals (eg. 1, 2, 3, 4, 5, 6, etc ) while answering 
question papers. 

THE SCHEDULE

The standard of papers in General English and General 
Studies will be such as may be expected of a graduate of an 
Indian University. 

The standard of papers in the other subjects will be that 
of the Master’s degree examination of an Indian University 
in the relevant disciplines. The candidates will be expected, 
to illustrate theory by facts, and to analyse problems with 
the help of theory. They will be expected to be particularly 
conversant with Indian problems in the field (s) of Econo- 
mics/Statistics. 

GENERAL ENGLISH (Code No. 01)

derstanding of English and workmanlike use of words. 

GENERAL STUDIES (Code No. 02) 

The paper in General Studies will include knowledge of 
current events and of such matters of everyday observation 
and experience in their adentific aspects as may be expected 
of an educated person.

APPENDIX 111 

REGULATIONS RELATING TO THE PHYSICAL 
EXAMINATION OF CANDIDATES 

[These regulations arc published for the convenience of 
candidates and to enable them to ascertain the probability of 
their being of the required physical standard The regula- 
lations are also intended to provide guidelines to the medical 
examinersl. 

2. The Government of India reserve to themselves absolute 
discretion to reject or accept any candidate after considering 
the report of the Medical Board. 

1. To be passed as fit for appointment a candidate must 
be in good mental and bodily health and free from any 
physical defect likely to interfere with the efficient perform¬ 
ance of the duties of his appointment. 

2. In the matter of the correlation of age, height and chest 
girth of candidates of Indian (Including Anglo-Indian) race 
it is left to the Medical Board to use whatever correlation 
figures are considered most suitable as a guide in the exami¬ 
nation of the candidates. If there be any disproportion with 
regard to height, weight and chest girth the candidates should 
be hospitalised for investigation and X-r8y of the chest taken 
before the candidate is declared fit or not fit by the Board. 

3. The candidate’s height will be measured as follows :— 

He will remove his shoes and bo placed against the stan¬ 
dard with his feet together and the weight thrown on the 
heels and not on the toes or other sides of the feet. He will 
stand erect without rigidity and with the heels calve buttocks 
and shoulders touching the standard the chin will be depressed 
to bring the vertex of the head level under the horizontal 
bar and the height will be recorded In ccntemetres Bod parts 
of a centimetre to halves. 

4. The candidate’s chest will be measured as follows :— 

He will be made to stand erect with his teet together and 
to raise his arms over his head. The tape will be so adjusted 
round the chest that its upper edge touches the interior angles 
of the shoulder blades, behind and lies in the same horizontal 
plane when the tape is taken round the chest. The arms will 
then be lowered to hang loosely by the side and care will be 
taken that the shoulders are not thrown upwards or backward' 
so as to displace the tape. The candidate will then be direct¬ 
ed to take a deep inspiration several times and the maximum 
expansion of the chest will be carefully noted Bnd the mini¬ 
mum and maximum will then be recorded In centimetres 
8“*—86—93 etc. Tn recording the measurements, fractions 
of less than a centimetre should not be noted 

N B—The height and chest of the candidate should be 
measured twice before coming to a final decision,

(d) In every case of myopia fundus examination should 
be carried out and tho results recorded. In the event of patho¬ 
logical condition being present which is likely to be pro¬ 
gressive and affect the efficiency of the candidate, he should 
be declared unfit. 


(e) Field of Vision .—The field of vision will be tested by 
the confrontation method. When such test grves unsatisfac¬ 
tory or doubtful result the field of vision should be deter¬ 
mined on the perimeter. 


(f) Night Blindness .—Broadly there are two types of tight 
blindness. (1J as a result of Vit. A deficiency and (2) 
as a result of Organic Disease of Retina—a common cause 
being Retinits pigmentosa in (1) the fundus is normal gene¬ 
rally seen in younger age-group and ill-nourished persons and 
improves by large doses of Vit. A and (2) the fundus i» 
often involved and mere fundus examination will reveal the 
condition in majority of cases- The patient in this category 
is an adult and may not suffer from malnutrition. Person: 
seeking employment for higher posts in the Government will 
fall in this category. For both (1) and (2) dark adaptation 
test will reveal the condition. For (2) specially when fun¬ 
dus is not involved electto-retinography is required to be 
done. Both these tests (dark adaptation and retinogrupjy 
are time-consuming and require specialized set-up and equip¬ 
ment and thus are not possible as a routine test in a medical 
check-up. Because of these technical consideration it is 
for the Ministry/Department to indicate if these tests for 
night blindness arc required to be done. This will depend 
upon the job requirement and nature of duties to be perform¬ 
ed by the prospective Government employee. 


(g) Ocular condition other visual acuity. —(i) Any organic 
disease or a progressive refractive error which is likely to 
result In lowering the visual acuity should be considered a 
disqualification. 


(ii) Squint.—For technical services where the presence of 
binocular vision is essential, squint, even if the visual acuil\ 
in each eye is of the prescribed standard should be consider 
ed a disouniiflcRfion.

(h) Contact Lenses. —During the medical examination of 
h candidate, tho use of contact lenses is not to bo allowed.

The board will use its discretion regarding Blood Proaeoro. 

A rough method of calculating normal maximum systolic 
pressure is as follows.—

N.B.—As a general rule any systolic pressure over 140 
and disastolic over 90 should be regarded as suspicious and 
the candidate should be hospitalised by the Board before 
giving their final opinion regarding the candidate’s fitness or 
otherwise. The hospitalization report should Indicate whether 
tile rise in blood pressure is of a transient nature due to ex¬ 
citement etc. or whether it is due to any organic disease. In 
all such cases X-ray and electro-cardiographic examination 
or heart and blood urea clearance test should also be done 
• n a routine The final decision as to the fitness or other¬ 
wise of a candidate will, however, rest with the Medical 
Board only. 
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Method of taxing Ulead Prcwnre 

The mercury manometer type of instrument should be used 
as a rule. The measurement should not be taken within 
fifteen minutes of any exercise or excitement. Provided the 
patient, and particularly his arm is relaxed he may be either 
lying or sitting. The arm js supported comfortably at the 
patient’s side in a more or less horizontal position. The srm 
should be freed from clothes to the shoulder. The cull com* 
plciely deflated should be applied with the middle of the 
rubber over the Inner side of the arm, and Its lower edge an 
inch or two above the bend of the elbow. The following 
turns of cloth bandage should spread evenly over the bag to 
avoid bulging during inflation. 

The brachial artery Is located by palpitation at the bend 
of the elbow and the stethoscope is then applied lightly and 
centrally over It below, but not in contact with the cuff. The

Rechecking if necessary, should be done only 
a few minutes after completo deflation of the cuff (Some¬ 
times as the cuff is deflated sounds are heard at a certain 
level; they may disappear as pressure falls and reappear at a 
still lower level. The 'Silent Gap’ may cause error In 
reading.)

If except for 
the glycosuria the Board finds the candidate confirm to the 
standard of medical fitness required they may pass the 
candidate fit subject to the glycosuria being non-diabetic and 
the Board will refer the case to a specified specialist in Medi¬ 
cine who has hospital and laboratory facilities at his disposal. 
The Medical Specialist will carry out whatever examinations 
clinical and laboratory he considers necessary including a 
standard blood sugar tolerance test, and will submit his 
opinion to the Medical Board upon which the Medical Board 
will base its final opinion "fit” or “unfit”.

The following intimation is made for the guidance of the

No person will be deemed qualified for admission to the 
Public Service who shall not satisfy Government, or the 
appointing authority, as the case may he, that he has no 
disease, constitutional .affection, oi bodily infirmity unfitting 
him. or likely to unfit him for that service. 

It should be understood that the question of fitness in¬ 
volves the future as well as the present arid that one of the 
main objects of medical examination is to secure continuous 
effective service, and in the case of candidates for permanent 
appointment to prevent early pension or pavrornts In etu* 
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of premature death, it ts at the same time to be noted that 
the question is one of the likelihood of continuous effective 
service, and the rejection of a candidate need not be advised 
on account of the presence of a defect which in only a small 
proportion of cases is found to interfere with continuous 
effective service. 

The Board should normally consist of three members (i) 
a physician (ii) a Surgeon and (iii) an Ophthalmologist all 
of whom should as far as practicable, be of equal status. A 
lady doctor will be cooped as a member of the Medical 
Board whenever a woman candidate is to be examined. 

Candidates appointed to the Indian Economic Service/ 
Indian Statistical Service are liable for field service in or 
out of India. In case of such a candidate the Medical Board 
should specifically record their opinion as to his fitness or 
otherwise for field service. The report of the Medical Board 
should be treated as confidential . 

In case where a candidate is declared unfit for appoint¬ 
ment in the Government Service, the grounds for rejec¬ 
tion may be communicuied to the candidate in board- 
terms without giving minute detail* regarding the defects 
pointed out by the Medical Board. 

In cases where a Medical Board considers that a minor 
disahilitv disqualifying a candidate for Government
